The Mozart 
G major Concerto seerned to be 
the principal item of the 
original programme; this was 
wisely omitted in the circum- 
stances, and instead the artist 
played Bach’s Sonata No. | for 
unaccompanied violin. These 
Bach Sonatas ore difficult 
works for a violinist, and 
whether or not it was due to 
Nervousness or irritation at the 
opening Vivaldi Concorto’s not 
guing ‘potter than it did, the 
Bach did not rouse any great 
responso in the listener,  {t 
sounded dull. In fact, owing to 
the bad beginning, the artist 
appeared to be nervous through~

Amazing Gains

London, Nov. 10, 


The biggest balance of payments surplus in 
history and the longest unbroken run of 
monthly gold and dalflar gains since the 
war. They are the facts that 1959. will 
be remembered by. And with ordinary 
luck, 1959, will be the ‘year that storling 
finally became convertible. : ; 


The October gold gain was the 
best since May and the J8th 
successive monthly rise. The re- 
serves now sinnd at $3,174 
millon —$1,324 million higher 
than al the emt of Inst year’s 
disasurous September, 


The remarkable thing about 
the revevery of the reserves is 
that it hag gone stendily on since 
the turn of the tide In sterling’s 
fortunes, © Normatly the three 
months Crom July to September 
is a bud Ume for Sterling 


Tendency 


In these months we are pay- 
ing out more dollars than we 
take in and there Is no slrong 
tendency for the reserves to fall 
during that pertod. 

‘But this year the rise hos 
gone on uninterrupted and re- 
serves now have a clear tun 
ahead. Failing a totally unfore- 
seen setbeck, they should go on 
rising for the next several 
months, 


There will be a technleal re- 
verse however, in December 
when Britain ls duc to pay an 
annual instalment of $181 mil- 
Hon on North American loans, 
Last year when the reserves 
were dangerously low, Britain 
exercised her right to pustpone 
payment, At the end of 1950 
when sterling was shaken by the 


of the payment was waived. 

But this year Britain will poy 
the instalment tn full and this 
will undoubtedly cause the re- 
serves to fall in December, But 
the fall will probably be smaller
